AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND SECTION 
757.03(c) “LICENSE APPLICATION, FEE, 
REVOCATION AND SUSPENSION; APPEAL” 
WITHIN CHAPTER 757 “PEDDLERS AND 
SOLICITORS” OF THE CODIFIED 
ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF PARMA, AND 
DECLARING AN EMERGENCY 
 

 
 WHEREAS, in order to reflect the already stated $50.00 license fee in Section 
185.04(c) “Peddlers, Solicitors and Vendors”, Section 757.03(c) will need to be amended to 
the same $50.00 fee. 
 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PARMA, 
STATE OF OHIO: 
                  

Section 1. That Section 757.03(c) “License Application, Fee, Revocation and 
Suspension; Appeal” within Chapter 757 “Peddlers and Solicitors” of the Codified 
Ordinances of the City of Parma, which presently reads as follows: 
 
”757.03   LICENSE APPLICATION, FEE, REVOCATION AND SUSPENSION; APPEAL. 
 

(a) Any person wanting a license shall obtain an application for same from the office of 
the Director of Public Safety, and shall submit the completed application, along with 
a valid driver's license or identification card issued by the State of Ohio or any other 
State for inspection and copying, and an appropriate fee to such office, on a form 
supplied by the Director, which shall contain the following information: 

… 
   (c)   Each applicant shall pay a non-refundable fee of thirty dollars ($30.00) per license, 
which fee shall be paid at the time the application is submitted. 
…” 

 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 
  . 
”757.03   LICENSE APPLICATION, FEE, REVOCATION AND SUSPENSION; APPEAL. 
 

(a) Any person wanting a license shall obtain an application for same from the office of 
the Director of Public Safety, and shall submit the completed application, along with 
a valid driver's license or identification card issued by the State of Ohio or any other 
State for inspection and copying, and an appropriate fee to such office, on a form 
supplied by the Director, which shall contain the following information: 

… 
   (c)   Each applicant shall pay a non-refundable fee of thirty dollars ($30.00) FIFTY 
DOLLARS ($50.00) per license, which fee shall be paid at the time the application is 
submitted. 
…” 
 

Section 2.  That only that portion of Section 757.03(c) “License Application, Fee, 
Revocation and Suspension; Appeal” within Chapter 757 “Peddlers and Solicitors” of the 
Codified Ordinances of the City of Parma, as it existed heretofore, is hereby repealed. 
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Section 3.  That it is found and determined that all formal actions of this Council 

concerning and relating to the adoption of this Ordinance were adopted in an open meeting 
of this Council, and that all deliberations of the Council and any of its committees that 
resulted in such formal action were in meetings open to the public in compliance with all 
legal requirements. 

 
Section 4.  That this Ordinance is hereby declared to be an emergency measure 

necessary for the immediate preservation of the public health, safety and welfare of the City 
of Parma, and for the further reason that this measure is necessary in order to make this 
change at the earliest date possible, and this Ordinance shall become immediately effective 
upon receiving the affirmative vote of two-thirds of all members elected to Council and 
approval of the Mayor, otherwise from and after the earliest period allowed by law.
